Captain D. B. Dodge and the crew of 


the Life Saving Station of New Shore- 
ham have again made themselves con- 
spicuous by another gallant rescue, 
the latest example of their alertness 
and endurance having occurred on 
Thursday night 
It appears that about 


o, o'clock on the night in question the 
patrol of the New Shoreham station 
discovered in the fog in the distance, 
the outlines of a craft which had got 
info the breakers and which appeared 
to be in momentary danger of being 
engulfed, the breakers being unusually 
violent. He at once burned his signal 
to give the alarm and this was immedi- 
ately observed by Captain Dodge, who 
proceeded to arouse his men, they hav- 
ing retired to bed. The gallant crew 
rushed, only partially dressed, for their 
boat and in eight minutes they had her 
launched and were pulling toward Clay 
Head, where they discovered .the sloop 
»mack Nettie Foote, Captain Dunbar, 
of New London, in a perilous condition 
with her crew completely exhausted. 
The work of reacbingthe craft had been 
ffimcutfin the extreme, for the life sav- 
ing crew had not only the fog to con- 
tend with but also the tremendous 
breakers. After gallant efforts Capt. 
Dodge and his crew succeeded in tak- 
ing the smack into the Block Island ba- 
sin, having occupied but two hours in 
doing so. As it happened, Superinten- 
dent Dominy and Assistant Superin- 
tendent John 'Waters were updnthc is- 
land making an official visit and are thus 
able to bear personal testimony to 
the excellence of the work perform- 
ed by. the rescuers:

Tho na- 
tives, who bad, nnnotieod, grouped 
themselves, suddenly miide a rush for 
the whale-spades, wliich wore in their 
accustomed places in the spade-rack 
under the spare boats. Captain C'otlin 
was the tirst one to fall, being behead- 
ed with a broad-edged spade, and al- 
most. simultaneously tho man at tho 
helm was killed. The

butchered as he leaped down the fore- 
liutuli, while the second mate, who had 
run out on the jib-boom, was struck 
with some missile, and, falling, was 
clubbed to death by the savages.

A Terrible Cjreloa*. 


A terrible cyclone passed over tho 


town of St. Cloud und Sank Kaplds in 
Minnesota on Wednesday causing a 
great loss of life and much damage to 
property. A dispatch says: The cy- 
elono began about'! o'clock in the ba- 
sin of the Masonie Cemetery, forming 
a whirlwind about 1000 feet In diame- 
ter. It took, almost every tree from tho 
ground or twisted it oil' at tho trunk. 
Cireat stones woro torn up and carried 
along with the wind, moving slowly In. 
a northeasterly direction. It wrecked 
the Catholic Chapel and several houses 
in il.s course across the prairie adjoin- 
ing the town. It completely demolish- 
ed J. Schwartz's large brick house, 
anil scattered 
llfty or more smaller 


frame houses like feathers. 
In most 


easos nothing was left to mark the site 
of the buildings hut the cellais. Tho 
prairies were strewn with timber, fur- 
niture and clothing, ,'l'lm freight do- 
pot of the Manitoba Railroad was a to- 
tal wreck. Numerous cars loaded with 
freight were blown half a mile and the 
rails were wrenched from the tics. It 
passed the limits of the town just west 
of Lieutenant (lovcrnor Oilman's resi- 
dence, killing several horses, and cross* 
ml the Mississippi at the Sank Kapida 
wagon bridge, which it dciiiolisliod.and 
levelled Stanton's grist mill.

It is the time that respectable mer- 


chants combined with consumers for 
the suppression of all pift, prize anil 
lottery schemes in connection with the 
saloof articles of merchandise. These 
schemes are not only demoralizing to 
legitimate business and to tho morals 
of iho community, but in. the. extent in 
which they aro being carried in tlio sale 
of articles of food 
liavw become a 


source of great danger to- tho public 
health. They are, no matter in what 
form \]\cy appear, nothing more or less 
than ilovices ti> swindle honost and un- 
suspecting people. 


It is gratifying tn learn that in some 


instances the officers of the law have 
taken hold of tlio matter. In New York, 
and also in Chicago, parties who in this 
way ottered gifts to nurclinsera of their 
packages havtif ivcontly been arrested 
upon indictments 
for lottery swin- 


dling. The latestcandidiUes, both for 
public execration and criminal prose- 
cution, arc tho manufacturers of the 
alum baking powders, who are both by 
menus of sifts and lottery tickets, dis- 
posing of "large, quantities of their corro- 
sively poisonous compounds, which are 
so well known to be detrimental to 
health that no housekeeper will admit 
them ut her kitchen, knowingly. 
This 


form of swindle is not only oehtg ped- 
dled from house to house, but under 
the promise of large profits to be real- 
ised, the manufacturers are entrench- 
ing themselves behind the counters of j 
many grocers by shotting them to otter 
the nlnm gooHs with the gifts or lot- 
tery tickets attached, thereby shifting 
tho liability to prosecution, in part, up- 
on other and. perhaps, innocentparties.

Nature, reason, 
und common sense dictate that swine, 
especially if their llesh is to bo used by 
uian; should run at large through the 
summer Benson, eating grass like cat- 
tle. 
Of this latlor they are very fond, 


thriving upon it. Let them remain 
ih*ore or less in tho grass Held until driv- 
en to tho pen for fattening.

A little 
stcain-eiigine then winds the wire with 
the plunger on the reel, minus tho shot 
which forever remains at tho bottom of 
tho ocean. The plunger consists of a 
hollow brass tube ten inches long, in 
which is inserted a worm with a cup on 
the lower end. The worm serves for 
the purpose of twisting the cup into tho 
bed of tho ocean and to fetch up a sam- 
ple from the bottom. Tbo cup is the 
invention of Lieut. Holknap, U. S. S., 
and is named after him. 
lo has in- 


vented three diltoront cups, but the ono 
used on board the Enterprise is llolk- 
uap cup No. 2, and tho best adapted for 
the purpose. The contents of tho cup 
after the water is drained off, are put 
in small bottles and lalieled with lati- 
tude, longitude and depth. '1 hose bot- 
tles are picked into boxes, to bo sent to 
the hydrographio office in Washington.
